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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Frank et al. (5,752,187). 

Regarding claims 1 and 5, Frank discloses a method and apparatus for optimal 
hand offs in a satellite cellular communication system, comprising a plurality of base 
stations, the method comprising the steps of: receiving by a mobile unit transmissions 
from a plurality of candidate base stations, each transmission containing a global pilot 
code (see fig.3, element 43, fig.7, element 74 and its description); acquiring a global 
pilot code from one of the candidate base stations using global pilot code seed stored in 
a memory of the mobile unit (see fig. 7, steps 101-102, col. 9, andjts description); 
establishing a communication link to the candidate base station from which the mobile 
unit acquires a global pilot code with a minimum transmit power (see fig. 7, steps 104, 
col. 10, and its description); comparing the transmit power to the candidate base station 
with the transmit power to the current base station (see abstract, fig.7, steps 110-1 14, 
col.9, lines 9-23, and its description); and completing a hand-off from the current base 
station to the candidate base station if the transmit power to the candidate base station 
is less than the transmit power to the current base station (see fig.7, steps 1 18-122 and

its description), except for using in CDMA communication system. However, CDMA 
technology is well known and is capable of providing soft hand off functionality for 
reducing the probability of dropped call. Thus, it would have been obvious to one having 
ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to use the CDMA technology 
in Frank's invention in order to improve the quality signal in telecommunications system. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
3. Claims 2-4, and 6-8 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
